Two employes of a Stale street wall 


paper store made up their minds a few 
days ago that they would try their luck at 
fishing in the "bear swamp" region. 
Loaded with tUc necessary outfit they 
tramped to the vicinity of the coal kilns 
in the evening to camp out and get an 
early start for fish the next morning. 
There were some little things connected 
with the outing for which the fishermen 
had not looked, and their adventures are 
better told by a series of crayon sketche, 
which now hangs in tbe store than they 
could be related in words. The drawings 
are by one of their fellow workmen who 
exhibits considerable skill in illustrations 
and they are causing a good deal of 
amusement.

The second scene shows the men re- 


joicing at the discovery of an empty barn 
of which they are about to take possession 
for the night. A big hedgehog accommo- 
datingly crawls out through a hole in the 
rear as the men enter by the door. 


There is no drawing to Indicate that the 


adventurers did not enjoy a good night's 
rest, which they had certainly earned, but 
early morning finds them confronted by 
their foe of the previous evening, who is 
not only accompanied by his "bull ter. 
ror," but carries a formidable looking old 
shotgun. The expressions on the coun- 
tenances of the men and dog are stern.

Effective work should be commenced at 


once in Vermont in doing all thai is poasi.

It must not be overlooked that there are 


already in Vermont quite a large number 
of voters who look kindly though mistak- 
enly at the idea of free silver, as though 
it could in some way bring them good. !*• 
is not because they are dissatisfied wltb 
the Republican party. Far from it. Their 
splendid loyalty to the principles of that 
party is strong, and would be stronger 
than ever but for the false allurements 
which the Silverites are holding out to 
them. 


It must also be remembered that this is 


a farming district and it should not be 
surprising that there is something of » 
bond of sympathy between the farmers 
of the east and of the west, though (be 
best elements of either section cannot en- 
dorse the ideas of populism. 
But when 


the Silverites and Populists unite their 
efforts they will unless counteracted pro" 
duce some effect upon a wavering vote to 
be found in every section. 


The safety of sound currency in this 


campaign and its ultimate safety rests 
upon education In this direction. In the

FREE SILVER MEANS SUFFERING FOR 


WAGE EARNERS. 


Here Is something worthy the attention 


of men in the North, and all over the 
country for that matter, who work for 
wages. A most persistent effort Is being 
made to mislead wage earners into be- 
lieving that free coinage of silver would 
benefit them. 


This is something from behind the 


scenes of the stage upon which such glit- 
tering allurements are being presented to 
them. It was not presented openly upon 
the platform of a sllverlte meeting and it 
is never likely to bo. The statements 
were made in the seclusion of tbe office of 
a New York broker by a very prominent 
Southern man. He was speaking the real 
sentiments of many of the wealthy Sil- 
verites when he said: 


<lt seems to me that my fellow Demo- 


crats are blind. 
I cannot understand 


why they hesitate for one moment to in- 
dorse free silver. As a party we fever 
the wisest possible trade. We want to 
push our products into all the markets of 
the world, and the only thing which 
stands in tbe way of our so doing is the 
high price of our labor. Everything that 
we make has come down in price. But 
while everything else has declined in 
cost, our labor still sticks at tbe old 
prices, and there doesn't seem to be any 
war to bring labor down except through 
some sort of a protracted revolution. 


"Free silver, however, would solve the 


question in an hour. 
It wouldn't ad- 


vance the price of any kind of labor, be- 
cause all labor is now at inflation prices, 
and just as high as it would be under any 
conditions. 
But if free silver were 


adopted, we would pay labor In SO-cent 
dollars. That would cut labor in two at 
once, thus fetching It down to tbe plane 
of everything else. This accomplished, 
we would be in »hape to successfully com- 
pete with England or any other country 
for the markets of the world. Therefore, 
I cannot see why our party does not at 
once and entirely endorse free silver, be- 
cause by so doing we should establish onr 
commercial supremacy among the nations 
of the earth." 


The American farmer has nothing to 


gain by the unlimited free coinage of sil- 
ver, but much to lose. If prices of farm 
products should advance he would be 
paid in dollars worth about fifty cents- 
He may rest assured that the prices of ar- 
ticles he would have to buy would advance 
equally as fast as his farm products. 
Meanwhile in obtaining free silver he 
wonld lose protection and Canadian brm 
products would so flood the market that 
he wonld find himself in a pitiable plight 
indeed; and especially so if he had a mort- 
gage on his farm that he must have re- 
newed.

The paper contains an account of Key- 


wood's capture while burglarizing a 
bouse. Then comes this description of 
the articles found on the negro's person: 
"A plain band ring, evidently an engage- 
ment ring, has the words "James and 
Mlna" engraved on the inside. A narrow 
fold band ring set with small bird in 
center and small diamond, bears the 
following inscription: "James and Alina, 
Feb. 13th, 1882 (or 1892, the third figure 
being Indistinct. 


Thee* rings no doubt were stolen from 


th* same person and an possibly of great 
value to tile owners as mementoes. 


The other rings found in the negro's 


possession were: A gold ring, red glass

glass charm the shape ot a barrel; part 
of ladiestoilet set, including glass, hair 
and rubber brash.

London, July M.—While the convic- 


tion of Dr. Jameson and his compan- 
ions for the recent raid into the Trans- 
vaal caused some little surprise among 
those who did not realize the gravity 
of the offence with which the men were 
charged, those who had given the 
proofs against tae raiders considera- 
tion, plainly saw that no matter how 
strongly sympathy might be with the 
accused in England, there was nothing 
for the courts to do but to convict 
Of coarse, the raiders were let down as 
easily as possible, without making the 
case a complete farce, and at the same 
time making a showing of the friendly 
feeling existing in England towards 
the Boer government In the summing 
up of the ease the chief justice's re- 
marks were distinctly hostile to the 
defendants. Lord Russell began by 
pointing out that none of the essential 
facts in the case against the prisoners 
had been contested, and that there 
wa* no doubt in regard to their having 
taken part in or abetted the proceed- 
ings at Pitsani and Mafekiag, where 
the invading forces were mustered pre- 
paratory to entering the Transvaal. 
It was entirely unimportant, in his 
opinion, whether the foreign enlist- 
ment act was in force. There was no 
doubt, he said, that the expedition was 
of a military character and whether it 
was aimed to overthrow the Trans- 
vaal government or to force a change 
in the laws of that republic in the in- 
terests of others, it was equally an 
expedition againtt a friendly state. 
Lord Russell, throughout, summed up 
adversely to the raiders and concluded 
with submitting to the jury a series of 
questions difficult to answer any way 
but affirmatively. 
After an hours' ab- 


sence the jury returned and answered 
all the questions in the affirmative. 
Thereupon the chief justice said that 
this finding amounted to a verdict of 
guilty and directed the jury to so find. 
The jury added a rider to the effect 
that the dlsturbaneea at Johannesburg 
were provocative. 


Received Their Benteuoee Vnmoved. 
Dr. Jameson and his co-defendants 


were apparently unmoved, and Sir 
Edward Clarke asked the court's dis- 
position to move for a new trial. The 
judges retired for consultation, and 
during their absence 
Sir Edward 


Clarke and the defendants consulted 
together, with the result that when 
the judges returned Sir Edward Clarke 
said that in view of the verdict ren- 
dered the defendants refused to In- 
struct for a new trial and expressed a 
desire to settle the case now. Lord 
Russell said that the verdict was given 
on evidence which no reasonable man 
would be able to disregard. 
All 


the defendants, he added, were men 
of intelligence, holding positions un- 
der the queen, and their crime had 
the gravest consequences, including 
death to some, injury to others, while 
the future consequences of their crime 
no one was yet able to foresee. Dr. 
Jameson was sentenced to fifteen 
months' imprisonment without labor. 
Major Sir John Willoughby was sen- 
tenced to ten months' imprisonment, 
Major R. White to seven months' im- 
prisonment, and Capt. Henry F. Cov- 
entry, Col. R. Grey and Col. H. F. 
White were sentenced to five months' 
imprisonment 
each. Dr. Jameson, 


who had hitherto hang down his head, 
looked up proudly when sentence had 
been passed and the other defendants 
stared hard at the lord chief justice. 


Cheortd by the Crowd. 


A large crowd had gathered outside 


the court room to await the exit of the 
prisoners, and cheered 
vociferously 


when they made tueir appearance. 
Many shouts of "God bless you" were 
beard as the prisoners were brought 
out on their way to Holloway jail, 
where they are to be confined tempo- 
rarily.

TO CAPTURE FILIBUSTERS. 


Spain Offkn Bl* Reward* and Immultr 


for Captatu of Tewsl* Seized. 


Havana, July 29. — The 
Official 


Gazette publishes a decree offering a 
reward of 924,000 to any one enabling 
the Spanish cruisers to effect 
the 


seizure of filibustering steamers, and a 
further reward of 99,000 to any person 
enabling the Spanish cruisers to cap- 
ture filibustering sailing vessels of 
over SOS tons.

TH E BERMUDA SOUP. 


Tarlou* Burner* Coneeraln*; the Beo*nt 


Flllbotterlac steamer. 


Philadelphia, July 29.—The filibus- 


tering steamship Bermuda was sold 
yesterday to J. Milliard, a marine 
architect, whose office is in New York. 
He is a British subject and will take 
steps to have the ship's English cus- 
tom house registry restored. This can 
only be done through the admiralty 
office in England, which some timeag-o 
cancelled the ship's custom house regis- 
try after she had returned from a suc- 
cessful and sensational filibustering 
expedition to Cuba. The cancelling of 
the ship's registry virtually made her 
a prisoner. Since then she has been a 
ship without a nation, unable to ob- 
tain clearing papers from the custom 
house. Several attempts have been 
made to have her cleared, but each 
time Capt Clipperton, the British con- 
sul, has filed a protest with Collector 
Read. John Hart, the managing owner 
of the ship, refused to talk about the 
terms of the sale. Just what the ship's 
new owner proposes to do with her 
could not be learned. It was said that 
the steamer will sail next week for 
Jamaica, where the transfer to the 
new registered owner will be made 
and the legal formalities complied 
with on British soil. It was also said 
that hereafter the vessel will not be 
engaged in the filibustering expedi- 
tions. Various rumors concerning the 
Bermuda were in circulation. One had 
it that Mr. Milliard had purchased the 
ship for a German firm in New York, 
who had been commissioned to buy 
the ship by the Cuban Junta, and that 
the vessel would be sent out as soon as 
possible with an important expedition, 
consisting of men and arms. It was 
further stated that Col. Aguirre had 
been sent to this country by Gen. 
Gomez with special instructions to pur- 
chase the Bermuda or any other suita- 
ble ship so as to hurry up the expedi- 
tion. Col. Aguirre is now in New York. 


GEORGIA COTTON CROP. 


Flnt Bale of the Sea>oa of '90-97 Banded 


In Gold and Shipped to Mew Tork. 
Savannah, Ga., July 29.—The first 


bale of the Georgia cotton of the new 
crop was received here yesterday by 
Gaudry, Crisp <fe Co., from Macon, Ga. 
It was graded fully middling and was 
sold at auction to ex-collector of cus- 
toms T. E. Johnson at 7H cents per 
pound. It was shipped last night by 
the steamer City of Augusta to New 
York to be sold on the cotton exchange 
there.

New York, July 29.— Since hts ar- 


rival here yesterday Mark A. Hanna, 
Major MeKinley's campaign manager 
and chairman of the republican na- 
tional committee, has been a very busy 
man. He is constantly besieged by 
prominent republican 
callers 
and 


newspaper men, but to the latter he 
ht» little to cay, although receiving 
them all with the most extreme cour- 
tesy. He was not in New York more 
than an hour before he began inspect- 
ing the different places for headquar- 
ters and soon gave the eastern men 
an illustration of what push and go- 
ahead there was In his makeup. The 
first meeting of eastern members of 
the executive committee of the nation- 
al republican committee will be held 
at the Waldorf hotel this afternoon. 
Chairman Hanna will preside, and 
there will be present Messrs. Quay, 
Scott and Osborne. Manley is not in 
the city. Mr. Hobart came over from 
his home in Paterson this morning and 
went at once to the Waldorf, where 
he mot Mr.. Hanna in the tatter's room. 
They remained in private consultation 
for nearly an hour. Mr. Hanna, in 
reply to the question of a reporter, 
said that he would advise with every- 
body who knew more than he did, 
and, he said, there are a lot of them. 
When asked what, in his opinion, was 
the prominent issue of the campaign, 
tariff or money, he replied that the is- 
sue was to elect McKinley. 


Money and Tariff the IHU*. 


Mr. Hanna talked with a representa- 


tive of the United Press. He spoke 
reluctantly about his plans for the 
campaign. He said he did not wish to 
say much before the meeting of the 
executive committee. When asked as 
to his position on the currency ques- 
tion Mr. Hanna said that his position 
and Major McKinley'* position is that 
the financial question and the tariff 
question must go hand in hand. They 
both recognized, he said, that the 
money question is a great and burning 
issue, and that the republican party 
will have to meet it. 
The kind of 


money the country is to use is 
only one part of the question. An- 
other part is the raising of money to 
meet the expenses of government. 
"To put it briefly," he said, "our posi- 
tion is in favor of sound money and a 
protective tariff, and mind," he added 
emphatically, "I do not mean a high 
tariff by any means." He said further 
that their policy will be to preserve 
the currency on a sound basis of gold, 
and at the same time to raise sufficient 
money to defray all the expenses of 
the government. 


now Net Cherish Beuntmen*. 


As to the true position of Mr. Mc- 


Kinley on the financial question, Mr. 
Hanna seemed anxious to be clear. He 
said he wanted to impress on the minds 
of the business men of the east the fact 
that the managers of the Republican 
campaign are fully alive to the im- 
portance of the great financial inter- 
ests involved in the currency question, 
but that both he and Mr. McKinley 
think that the financial question can- 
not ba separated from the question of 
tariff and the raising of sufficient reve- 
nue for the needs of the government. 
Mr. Hanna expressed himself as desir- 
ous of talking freely and fully to the 
public through the newspapers, and he 
means to do so as soon as the other 
members of the national committee 
come and he has a chance to confer 
with them. When asked about fac- 
tions in this state Mr. Hanna said that 
all matters will be fixed up m a way 
that will be satisfactory to everbody. 
"I wish you would say for me," he de- 
clared, "that I do not know individu- 
als in this campaign, and I am not 
cherishing any resentments."
